CHANGES MADE IN THE TARIFF BILL BY 
THE SENATE. | 


The Measure to Be Reported With Amend- 

ments—Debate to Begin About July 1— 
An Unsuccesefal Effort to Take Up the 
Silver Bill in the Bouse—Mr. Biland’s

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 18.—The tariff bill 
was reported to the Senate from the Com- 
mittee on Finance to-day. No report has been 
prepared by the committee, and no estimate 


of the Inerease in the revenue resulting from 
the changes made, The understanding is that 
the bill will not he called up for discussion 
until about July 1. A member of the comm!t- 
mittee stated this morning that the Dill 
as reported, with the exception of 
the foultural aod wool and woolen 
schedules, was the same substantially as the 
Finance Committee’s bill of 1888. The tobacco 
schedule is unchanged. In the sugar sched- 
ule the bounty of 3 cents per pound ie extend- 
ed to maple Ir No bounty is to be given 
for leas than 5, ounds of sugar annually. 
A penalty of $5, fine or less, or not more 
than five years imprisonment, or both, is 
provided for fraudulent applications for boun- 
ty. A duty of 5-10 cents per pound is put on 
sugars between No. 13' and No. 16 Dutch 
standard (free in the House bill) and 
the duty on sugars above No. 16 increased 
from 4-10 to 6-10 per pound. The chief changes 
are in the earthenware, metal, iculture and 
sundries schedules andthe schedule of flax, 
hemp and jute. The duty on boxed oranges, 
lemons and limesis reduced one-half (from 
the rate in the House bill); bariey, from 80 to 
25 cents a bushel; baricy malt, m 8 to 40 
cents; cabbages, from 8 oents to 1 cent each; 
rice four, from 1% cents a pound to u cent; 
dried peas, from 40 cents a bushel to 15 cents; 
chocolate, from Scents to? cents a pound;

The earthenware schedule, 
unenumerated, covered by six paragraphs in 
the House bili, is consolidated into one par- 
agraph, inciuding mirrors (small) and lenses, 
wholly or partly manufactured, and the duty 
on them is Mixed at 45 per cent ad valorem. 
This is in the nature of a general reduction.)

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE TO EXTEND ITS USE 
IN EUROPE. 


Experience of a Corn Shipper in England 
and On the Continent—Groewing Pops- 
larity of American Corn—How the Inter- 
ests of St. Louis Will Be Advanced by In- 
creased Foreign Consumption.

world. Among the poorer classes, especially 
those of England and Germany, the tood ques- 
tion Is always one of paramount importance, 
and they seek for cheap food with an eager- 


no conception. Whatwe would regard as an 
insignificant difference in price the Europeans 
look upon as a matter of the greatest 
moment, and they watch the markets 
with what strikes an American as pa- 
thetic attention. The workmen as a gen- 
eral thing are by no means penniiess, 


the mejority having a neatsum in dank, and 
they are not driven to tbe system of purchases 
in very small quantities, whichistne bane of 
the poorest class in this country. But they 
are ever on the alert to sav@five cents in 0 

rice of their food, and whenever the m et 
s low, the purchases by the workingmen are 
heavy. 

KNOW THIS CONDITION 
of affairs, several shippers have been en- 
deavoring for several years to introduce our 
Indian corn into ar ng We have met with 
«reat opposition, both from foreign Govern- 
ments and from the farmers. or wheat 
has half rulned the English farmers, and 
our meat has done almost as much 
to hurt them. The history of American pork 
in Germany is wellknown, while in France, 
a country Of small landed proprietors, every 
effort has been made to keep out American 
agricultural products. The cry of disease has 
greatly hampered our meat trade, but no 
such scare can be gotten up in refer- 
ence to corn, and the necessity that 
exiets for the introduction of our corn and 
the avidity with hich it would be received 
by the poorer classes, is proven by the anx- 
lety manifested by the farmers and their leg- 
islative representatives to discourage its use 
as n food tor men.

Our citizens 
have manifested a strange indifference to tne 
field that has long deen open to them, and 
the consequence has been that we have been 
burning corn that Europeans were in great 
need of. 
PREJUDICES OVERCOME. 

Jam convinced that this state of affairs is 
now néaring its end. The Paris Exposition, 
with its free American corn kitchen, gave us a 
great lift, as has been proved by tne demand 
that has arisen for our corn. The people ate 
our corn bread, tried our corn meal in its va- 
rious forms, and thousands were convinced 
of ites value. The consequence is that during 
the present year we have shipped more than

their full significance if they were not K- 
plained. In former years almost all the corn 
sent abroad was used for fodder, ana when 
horse and cattie feed was low abroad there 
was no market for us. The increase 
means that that much more corn 
was used for fooag for workingmen’s 
families, and this is only the entering wedge.

Not a Ray of Hope for the Weary Toilers—A

DUNBAR, Pa., Jane 18.—There is not a ray of 
hope or encouragement offered the weary 
rescuing parties at Hill Farm mine this morn- 
ing, except that they are one day nearer the 
completion of their work, that now grows 
more difficult every hour. The loose piles of 
fallen slate and coal in the disused chambers 
of the Mahoning mine have been passed with 
but little trouble.

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YORKTOWN BATTLEFIELD. 


Cemgressmen Examine the Monument Now 
Marking the Historic Spot. 


YORKTOWN, Pa., June 18.—On a bioff over- 
looking York River at Yorktown stands one of 
the most graceful and symmetrical monu- 
ments in this country. It was erected in com- 
memoration of the capitulation which virtu- 
ally ended the revolutionary warand marked 
the beginning of the United States as an inde- 
pendent nation. Notwithstanding its great 


historic interest, few persons have ever seen 
it, and its very existence is probably unknown 
except to those who recall the imposing cere- 
monies with which the cornerstone was laid in 
October, 1881, and even of those who attended 
those ceremonies, few bave heard of the com- 
— of the shaft, no unveiling ceremonies 
aving taken place, and its isolated situation 
preventing the fact of the completion coming 
to public knowledge. The Government bas 
never purchased the ground upon which the 
momentous event, which finally decided its 
fate, took place, and all that it owns ofthis 
historic place is the small inclosure around 
the monument. The rudest facilities exist 
for the accommodation of those who 
wish to visit the pbattiefield. There is 
it is said, no place of any national 
interest 80 neglected. One soldier 
constitutes the guard to prevent desecration. 
For some time patriotic societies have advo- 
cated the Government making a park of the 
battiefield and the movement has at last 
taken practical shape. On the Illöth anniver- 
sary of the oecasion Col. James E. Peyton of

‘THE SENATK’S SILVER VOTE 

Speaker Rexp’s boss rule in the House 
and the Administration’s attitude on the 
silver question both sustained a tremen- 
dous shock from the Senate yesterday. 

The House silver bill was transformed 
into u free coinage bill by a vote of 48 to 
24, or, pairs included, 51 to 32. The 
Administration’s amendment to deprive 
silver notes of legal tender quality was 
defeated by 50 to 14. The Administra- 
tion’s bullion redemption clause was 
stricken out by avote of T7 to 7. 48 
finally amended with its free coinage 
provisions and its distinct declaration that 
the unit dollar may hereafter be either a 
silver dollar of 412% grains of standard sil- 
ver or a gold dollar of 28.8 grains of stand- 
ard gold, the Senate passed the bill by a 
vote of 42 to 2%. The only Democrats who 
voted with the M against it were Gray of 
Delaware, MCPEERSON of New Jersey and 
Wirs0n of Maryland—all Eastern men. 
The 42 who voted for it were 15 Western 
Republicans and 27 Democrats. 

Mr. HARRISON has announced that he 
wilt veto any silver bill passed by more 
Democratic than Republican votes. The 
voting shows that the requisite two-thirds 
cannot be obtained to pass this bill over 
the veto. Butits passage by the Senate 
will put a great many of REED’s Western 
supporters in a mighty close place and 
will create a commotion in the House 
akin torevolt. Itmay play havoc with 
his rulership. 

If the fight thus opened shoud exalt 
the silver question above the tariff ques- 
tion, as is probable, it will have a great 
influence on the nominations and elec- 
tions this fall and in 1892. Senators Wor- 
corr and MITCHELL talked very boldly of 
a union of Western Republicans with the 
Democrats. 


Tux passage of a free coinage silver bill 
through the Senate is in the nature of an 
earthquake to the Republican party.

That Was the Census Count Up to 
the Close Last Night. 


A Miserable Showing Made by 
St. Louis’ Incompetent 
Bnumerators. 


Specials Pat On to RBecanvass Districts 
Which Need Revision—Bow the Consus 
Corps Bas Reduced the Population by 
Negligence and Inefficiency — Supt, 
Porter’s Refusal to Carry Out the In- 
tention ef Congress Accounts for the 
Small Ceompensation—These Who Ke- 
fused te Answer the Questions Concern- 
ing Their Physical and Meral Disenses to 
Be Prosecuted, 


The census count in the city of St. Louls up 
to 8 o’ clock this morning was 428,000. 

Two hundred and eighty eight enumerators 
have been at work for fourteen days counting 
some and skipping many of the inhabitents 
of the city, and their showing on the fourth 
day afterthe count should have closed was 
only 428,000. This is a fact which neither Maj. 
W eigel nor ahyone else can deny, and in view 
of this fact it is not surprising that Maj. 
Weigel is afraid the census will fall below the 
hopes of the citizens. 

Such a showing as that will raise a storm of 
indignation that will make the ears of the cen - 
sus enumerators buzz. It is absolutely incor- 
rect, and many thousands less than the actual 
census of the city. Those who have dealt 
with the statistics of St. Louis, and who have 
made careful and reliable estimates have 
placed the population far above this figure. It 
required Maj. Eugene F. Weigel and his corps 
of underpaid men to bring it down to 8, - 
000. 

BIGHTY-EIGHT STILL UNFINISHED. 

Forty more enumerators closed up thelr re- 
ports yesterday, making 200 in ali and leaving 
elghty-eight yet to be heard from, and they 
are finishing up odds and ends, which means 
that they are investigating the cases of uegli- 
gence which have been reported. It is esti- 
mated that the odds and ends will not amount 
to more than 7,000, so St. Louis cannot hope 
for a showing of more than 435,000, which is a 
Talse and ridicuiously absurd representation. 

Ten years ago she had 380, 000; now, ard - 


ing to Maj. Weigel’s census, 435,000, an in- 
crease of onl ,000, or 8,00 a year. Itis 
difficult to understand how any one connected 
with that 2 bureau can de satisfied 
to send to Washington such evidence of lazi- 
ness and incompetency as this report will be. 

Maj. Weigel has endeavored to throw most of 
the blame on the people of the city, but when 
they learn what a showing he will make for 
+e uls they will put the blame where it de- 
ongs. 

„Jam afraid,’’ said Maj. Weigel, ‘‘that the 
Census will fall below the hopes of our peo- 
eng and no wonder, when it has been taken 

y as inefficient a set of men as were ever 
gathered together.

The whole trouble ts that the enumerators 
are incompetent in the first place and in the 
second, that they elther did not have or could 
not comprehend proper instructions. The 
instructions furnished supervisors by Supt. 
Porter contain the following paragraph. 

The appointment of enumerators should be made 
with reference to physical activity and to aptness 
neatness and accuracy in writing and in the uge 
figures. The census requires active, energetic men 
of good address and readiness with the ＋ Only 
euch can do the work with satisfaction to the Gov- 
ernment or profit to theruselves. 

These directions have been entirely ignored. 
Many of the enumerators possess no physicai 
qualifications whatever. They are old white- 
haired men, who may be worthy of assistance 
and ald, dut they are utterly unfit for this 
work and unable to perform the duties. Surely 
there were young men who could have been 
obtained forthe compensation offered. And 
as for energy, the case cited by Mr. Warren 
shows what eneray they possessed. There 
was atmaa who wasin the house, seated in 
an easy chair; there was Mr. Warren, ready 
and anxious tofurnish him the information, 
yet the man was so lazy that he did not want 
to take the trouble to write it down, and the

SUPT. PORTER WILL PROSECUTE. 

In in interview Supt. Porter. has said that 
be intends to begin general prosecutions 
against those who refused to answer qués- 
tions. The reason for this is easily given, but 
why should there not be other prosecutions? 
The instructioas say: 

It will be necessary for each enumerator, before 
entering upon his duties, to receive a commission, 
under the hand of the supervisor of the district to 
which he belongs, and to take and subscribe an oath 
or affirmation that he will faithfally discharge all the 
duties required of him under the law. 

And in another place: 

The law provides a penalty for an enumerator who 
shall, without justifivble cause, neglect or refuse to 
perform the duties of his position, after accepting an 
appointment and qualifying for the work. 

Here is an opportunity for prosecutions 
which might bring justice on some of Mr. 
Porter’s subordinates. There are enumer- 
ators who, in spite of their, oath, have not 
faithfully discharged all tub duties required 
of them, and there are dogensof them whe, 
without justifiable cause, have neglected if 
not refused to perform the duties of their po- 
sitions. 

Maj. Weigel yesterday put on daty four 
special enumerators to reyise districts which 
he thought needed revision. There coula 
only be need of revision because enumerators 
bad neglected or refused to perform their 
duties, yet Maj. Weigel has begun no prose- 
cutions against bis inefficient assistants.

Minveapolis Enumerators Arrested. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.,June 18.—United States 
Marshal Daggett came over from St. Paul last 
night, brokein the door of a room where 
seven census enumerators were at work, ar- 
rested them and took them to St. Paul. He 
also seized all the liste that he could find aud 
took them with him. The men arrested can 
give no reason, but the general supposition is 
that they are wanted for making falee re- 
turns. Supervisor Davenport and the 
United States Census Inspector have tele- 
graphed to Washington with regard to the 
action. Davenport insists that the enumera- 
tion bas been faithfully done and that no at- 
tempt has been made to falsify the returns. 

The vty 4 isin a state of wild indignation 
over the high handed and irregular proceed- 
nae of the arrest of the census enumerators. 
Neither United States District Attorney Eu- 
gene Hay nor Supervisor Davenport wore 
party to the proceedings. They were not 
consulted nor was United States Commis- 
sioner O’Deil. A public indignation weeting 
has been calied for to-night and war against 
St. Paul has been declared. A movement bas 
been started to withdraw all advertisements 
and patronage from the 68t. Paul morning 
newspapers which maintain Minneapolis de- 
partments, and from ali other 8. ul con- 
cerns doing business here. 

Officers armed withasearch warrant went 
to St. Paul at au early hour this murning to 
recover the census reeords confiscated last 
night by United States Marshal Daggett. When 
they presented the warrant they were driven 
out of Commissioner McUafferty’s office at the 
muzzle of half a dozen revolvers.

Probably wen in the neighborhood of three 
thousand children are refused admittance 
into the public schools next September, be- 
cause of a lack of accommodations, the 
ottigens will awaken to a realization of the 
fact that Schoo! Board affairs are entitled to a 
little more consideration from them than has 
beep heretofore aecorded, That there should 
be such an unfortunate outcome of the Bchool 
Board dissensions as to deprive several thou - 
sand children of the right of education at the 
public expense, is now inevitable. The meet- 
ing of the board last night, while denoting 
an improvement in the feelings of the 
factions, was nevertheless far from 
giving promise of an early resumption of the 
amicable relations which are essential in or- 
der to have united and entirely harmonious 
action. There is no question now but that at 
least a month more will elapse before the dif- 
ficulties which have upset the board for so 
long will be elther adjusted or settled lu such 
& manner as to permit of the transaction of 
business without friction. But even were the 
factions to come together right now and throw 
aside all personal prejudice for the sake of the 
schools’ interests and the public good it would 
be impossible for them to avert the serious 
consequences already entailed by their past 
neglect. It is admitted uow by all 


the directors that the extension of the school 
system recommended by Supt. Long and by 
the committee composed of Messrs. Barstow, 
Dozier, Holmes, Sheahan and ere, cannot 
how be accomplished befere the opening of 
the next school term. As these recommenda- 
tions were not made with a view to a future 
contingency, but because of a present neces- 
sity, the consequence of the ard’s failure 
to Carry them out can be accurately estimated. 
SUPT. LONG'S BUGGESTIONS. 

At the November meeting of the board, 
Supt. Long submitted with his annual report 
the following estimate of the probable num- 
ber of additional school room that would be 
needed on the opening of the schools, in Sep- 
tember.

schools. 

The Joint Ways and Means and Teachers 

Committee, after making a complete inves- 
tigation of the needs of the schools, went 
even further than Supt. Long in 
their recommendations for increased accom- 
modations. They recommended: To the 
Ames School, 2 rooms and a kindergarten; 
to the Arlington School, 2 rooms; tothe Bry- 
an HiN School, 4 rooms; to the Elleardsville 
School, 6 rooms; to the Irving School, 2 
rooms and a kindergarten; to the Pope 
School, (rooms; tothe Spring Avenue School, 
4 rooms; to the No. 6 School, 3 rooms; 
to the No. 8 School, two rooms; to the Biair 
School, twelve rooms. New schools in each

It is safe to say therefore that there will be 
8,000 children kept out of the pudlie schools 
next year who would attend if the accommo- 
dations were sufficient.

The opinion is almost unanimous a the 
Oity Hall that the association sprinklers have 
established a combination to run up the price 
of street eprinkling and as the members of 
the Board of Public Improvements take the 
Same view of the ° situation it will 
mot surprise many if that body 
rejects each and evory bid. The 
sprinkling comtracters deny this charge, as 
will be seen below from the statements of 
their representatives. Their bids are con- 
sidered exorbitant by the beard, asthey de- 
mand considerably more for sprinkling 159 
days thanthe centract price for tne whole 
season of 260 days. Im some cases, a6 
is shown, the members of the. association 


demand upwards . 4 ge per district more 
for the short period than they asked last 
February for the entire season. 

Another factin connection with the claim 
that there is a sprinklers’ combine, is that 
only members of the association which was 
organized for mutual protection submitted 
bids for the surr@mdered districts. The figures 
were closely scrutinized this morning by 
Supt. Brown of the Sprinkling Department 
and they show that the price demanded for 
all the districts with the exception of the 
Fourth is $6519 per mile for the re- 
mainder of the season. The demands 
made by the lowest bidders 
would indicate that this was the amount 

reed on per mile for all but the Fourth Dis- 
trict. for which Schureman Bros. ask over

President Burnet of the board said that be 
was satisfied the —— contractors had 
fixed up a cembization. @ could not state 
however, what action the board would take 
in the premises.

The Contractors’ Side. 


Representativas of the Sherman Bros. called 
at the Post-DispaTou office to-day to protest 
against the cry of exorbitant bids, which was 
raised yecterday.

Oaiculating on 
this basis of the experience they have had the 
sprinkling contractors figure that under the 
contracts, if awarded on yesterday's bids, 
they will receive less than $4.90 per cart. 

They say, with some justice, that their bids 
should not pe denounced as exorbitant on & 
comparison with the bids of Josephs, who has 
defaulted on his contract, and who never did 
the work according to the specifications in 
many of the districts. In answer to questions 
as to the discrepancy between bids put in yes- 
terday for a period of five months, one of the 
contractors gives the explanation that at that 
time, fearing that Josephs intended to 
shut out other contractors from getting any 
work for aperiod of ayear, they bid below 
what would be profitable figures in preference 
to allowing wagons to be Idle for a whole sea- 
son. For this reason they say the figures now 
put in, allowing them only a reasonable com- 
pensation for the use of their carts, should 
not be considered exorbitant even compared 
with former bids for the same work, for a 
longer period.

An Injunction Suit Filed Against the Mu- 
nicipal Electric Light Co.

but the shutting-down of the system op the 
other side stops work here. The men are 
striking for an increase of $5 per month in 
thelr wages. They at present receive $45 a 
month and demand $50. At the Transfer Co.’s 
office they state that the first notice they re- 
ceived of many contemplated strike was 
about 10 or 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning, 4 man walked into the 
office and lald down a note addressed 
to Mr. 8. H. Klinger, the manager of the com- 
pany, and left immediately without walting 
tor an answer. This note was written in ink, 
and read as follows: 
JUNE 16, 1890. 


St. Louis Transfer Co.: 

We, as a body of transfer drivers, request 
of you the sum of $50 per month, commencing 
July 1. Give answer to toreman of each 
stable by Saturday morning. 0 

ST. LOUIS TRANSFER DRIVERS. 

The men worked all of yesterday and this 
morning did not put in an appearance to take 
out their trains. Mr. Klinger states that many 
of them talled on him personally and he did 
not know who the man was who left the note, 
as the man rushed into the office and right out 
again without stopping to state who he was 
or make any explanation whatever. To-day 
Mr. Klinger went among the men, he says, 
but could get no one to admit having author- 
ized the note. 

„We have made no attempt to fill their 
places with other men, explained Mr. 
Klinger to-day, ‘‘our negotiations ing con- 
fined entirely to the men who are onthe 
strike. The matter is being discussed to-day 
by the officers of the company, and we hope 
to be able to adjust matters so that everything 
will be moving again as usual either to- 
night or to-morrow morning. We are 
now hauling freight for 60 per cent of what 
we did three or four years ago and prorv!i- 
sions and clothing are cheaper yet, oar 
drivers are receiving the same wages now as 
they did then. 

Almost the entire business of thecity will 
be prostrated while the strike lasts. There 
are ten freight depots delonging to as man 
different roads on the east side o 
the river and the Transfer com- 
pany hauls nearly all the freight 
to and from these depotsto St. Louls. It Its 
utterly impossible for the bridge to handle 
more than a very small per cent of the freight 
which arriveson the east side for St. Louis 
firms, and all perishable freight is handled 
bv the transfer company, as the bridge is 
— several days behind with its 

usiness on account of the enormous 
amount offered it. A strike of 
the transfer drivers, therefore, practically 
prostrates trade between St. Louis and the 
East. The transfer company in recelving 
orders to-day to haul freight notified those 
giving them that they would move the freight 
as soon as possible, but would not make apy 
promises when that would be.

STONING NEGRO LABOREBS. 


An Injunction Asked Against the People of 
Dunklin and New Madrid Counties. 


An ipjunction to prevent the people of 
Dunklin and New Madrid Counties in 
this State stoning a gang of negroes 
on a railroad was applied for 


in the United States Ciroult Court before 
Judge Thayer by Samuel H. West, represent- 
ing the st. Louis, Arkansas & Texas Rallroad 
Co. The petition states that the ratlroad 
company is spending large sums of money 
reconstracting its line in Dunklin and New 
Madrid Counties, Missouri, and has employed 
a large number of negrees. The inhabitants 
of the counties named have a prejudice 
against the colored race and are constantly 
throwing stones at the negroes while 
at work an stoning the cars 
they sleep in at night. Judge Thayer said he 
could not grant an injunction against all the 
people in that section of the State, but if the 
petition was made more definite and certain 
he would consider it. Mr. West withdrew the 
petition, but will present it again this even- 
ing in chambers.

A Kansas City Capitalist Robbed and 
Roughly Treated in lowa. 


HAMBURG, Io., June 18.—Three desperate 
men with a lasso secured a $10,000 check from 
J. H. Stewart, a Kansas City capitalist yester- 
day. Mr. Stewart was in a precarious condi- 
tion last night from his rough usage. He was 
riding near the city in a buggy when Johu F., 
Charles B., and ‘‘Duc’’ Golden threw the 
noose ofa long rope around his neck and 
dragged him over the dashboard.
